-By thistjiue, the fog had again raised

As the train rushed north over the 


almost dead leu-1 of country, the im- 
mense expanse of vr.lley was soon strik- 
ingly realized. 
The coast range became 


totally invisible, andwhi'e we werecom- 
paiativEly near the foot-hills of the 
Sierra, no foot-hills were seen; it was 
only a perpendicular shore, as it were, 
to an ocean of real estate; there seemed 
to be a deep valley between the railroad 
and the main range. This deception is 
perhaps owing to the rotundity of the 
earth. No bight of Tnlare la.ie to the 
westward was obtained, although it is 
said to contain as great suiface as all 
the bays about Sun 1'rancisco. At this 
point,"the San Joaquin Valley Is much 
over ouii hundred miles in width of al- 
most uninterrupted level, and continues 
of great width for a distance of ovei one 
hundred, miles. The thinly settled val- 
ley may^ be lightly compared _to fen 
ocean: lonely houses seem at a distance 
like the hulls of vessels, and the only 
noticeable life consists of the flocks of 
sheep that skip away fiom the coming 
train not unlike sea-gulls from a steamer 
Occasionally the locomotive stirs up c 
baud of lazy cattle, and sends them bow- 
backed across the plain like so many 
porpoises. Until the advent of the rail- 
road, the only town or settlement in the 
valley proper, was that of 


VISALIA, 


Which looks as though it might have 
slid tld\in out of the Sierra along with 
the old trapper after whom it was called 
—Nat Vise. Goshen is the-station op- 
posite this place, aud seven miles awaj 
—causing much advers>e_ciiticism of the 
company at - tiie time, but vdieu one 
comes to look at the ground, the wonder 
is that they could afford to bend the 
road so far toward the eastern side o 
the great valley as they. have.
